Columbia, Mo., May 9.—r orn root I 
worms yield beht to crop rotation, sys­ 
tematic clean culture, and fall plow­ 
ing. 
Garden web worms eat alfalfa, live 
and spin w*ebs over the plant. If your 
field is badly infested, cut the alfalfa 
and disc the ground. 
W ire worms injure corn and pota­ 
toes most, but feed freely on wheat 
and oats. 
They thrive best in sod 
ground and may be 
controlled 
by 
crop rotation, fall plowing, and good 
cultivation. 
So may the grub-worms. 
Grasshoppers damage 
field 
and 
garden crops, and fruit 
and 
shade 
trees. Poison bran mash sowed early 
in the morning kills them and their 
eggs may be destroyed bv cult i\ ating 
pastures, meadows, and w*aste lands 
late in the fall. 
Corn root lice suck the juices from 
the roots of corn, grasses, and weeds. 
They depend on colonies 
of 
small 
brown ants for protection and trans­ 
portation and may be controlled by 
crop rotation, fall plowing, and early 
spring cultivation to destroy w*eeds 
and grasses. 
The army wrorm which 
eats 
tho 
leaves of field and garden crops may 
be trapped in dusty ditches or killed 
with poison bran mash sow*od broad­ 
cast late in the evening. 
Badly in­ 
fested meadow's should be cut at once 
to save as much of the hay as possi­ 
ble. 
Hessian fly grubs feed Let ween the 
leaf sheath 
and 
the 
stalk at 
the 
crow'n and lowrer joints of the plant. 
Destroy the “flax seeds” which pro­ 
duce next year’s crop by discing and 
plowing stubble as 
soon 
after har­ 
vest as possible. Keep down all vol­ 
unteer w'heat, sow late 
in 
the fall 
and get your 
neighbors 
to 
do the 
same. 
The chinch bugs suck the juices of 
wheat, 
corn, 
sorghums 
and 
other 
plants of the grass family. They may 
be trapped in dusty ditches if they 
go from wheat to corn, or in rainy 
weather an oil or tar barrier m ay be 
necessary. If they get 
to 
the corn, 
spray it with soap suds, emulsion or 
tobacco solutions. 
The clump form­ 
ing grasses by roadsides and in the 
w*aste lands may be burned 
in late 
fall or early winter 
to 
kill chinch 
bugs wThich collect there for the wrn 
ter. 
The poison bran mash recommend­ 
ed by the Missouri college of nglicul- 
ture for the control of many insect 
pests is made of half a pound od pow*- 
dered lead arsenate or half a pound 
of Paris green mixed with ten pounds 
of wheat bran. Add tw*o galloots of 
w*ater, into which the pulp of two or 
anges or tw*o lemons has been mixed 
together with a quart of molasses or 
syrup. This amount of poison brut is 
sufficient for sowing broadcast on tw o 
or three acres of the field to be pro­ 
tected. The proper use of this mix­

should save 
about half of 
the 
replanting 
each 
year.

All milks contain the three food 
principles which are required:

Protein, (2) sugar, (3) fat. 
In cow*’s 
milk thesf» are so proportioned and 
mixed as to be suitable for a calf, but 
not for a baby. 
The protein is the part which forms 
the curd. 
As soon 
as 
cow’s 
milk 
reaches the stomach, the protein is 
percipitated in heavy and solid curds, 
which are so well know*n. Mother’s 
milk never forms this solid indigesti­ 
ble curd. 
In artificial feeding, this 
trouble is modified by diluting, by 
boiling, and by adding w*ell cooked 
starch. 
The sugar which milk contains is 
Htnown as milk sugar or cane sugar. 
It is a necessary 
constituent, 
but 
should not be added in excess as it 
makes fat, flabby babies. 
Starches are usually classed with 
sugar in talking about foods, because 
all stare his converted into sugar be­ 
fore it can be utilized by the child. 
Starches should be given to the baby 
in very small quantities lip to the 
time they begin to em their teeth. 
Before this time they are incapable 
of digesting it, and only trouble re­ 
sults w*hen much of it is given. 
Fat is found in the cream of milk. 
It is easy to give a baby too much,

preferably of enamel ware; a small 
funnel; ten feeding bottles; six rub­ 
ber nipples; a tablespoon; an enamel 
or aluminum sauce pan, tw'o bottle 
brushes; sugar, and absorbent cotton. 
It is best also to buy a wire bottle 
rack and have a package of borax at 
hand for cleansing the bottles. These 
should be reserved exclusively for 
use in the preparation of the baby’s 
food.

“Swat the rooster” on May 20 and 
sell infertile eggs during tho summer. 


It insures greater profits to the pro­ 


ducer, the dealer can handle them on 
a smaller margin and (he consumer 
gets better eggs to use, 
which 
in­ 
creases the demand. 
The presence of male birds in the 
flock does not increase egg produc­ 
tion, but from 2 to 3 per cent of the 
females 
are 
injured by the males, 
which lowers the egg yield from tile 
entire flock. 
Feeding the male birds 
after 
the 
breeding season is a useless expense. 
Many produce dealers pay more for 
roosters on “Swat the Rooster day” 
in order to encourage their sale. 
If an egg contains 
the 
fertilizing 
germ, proper heat is 
the 
principal 
factor which will cause the germ to 
grow'. 
The summer temperature will 
cause the germ to develop and if it 
is chilled or killed in any way, it is 
tile point where 
decomposition 
be­ 
gins. 
If there is no germ in the egg 
there is no point for decomposition 
to set in except 
from 
an 
outside 
source. 
Therefore, infertile eggs are 
more satisfactory for all concerned. 
It should not be understood that in­ 
fertile eggs should be kept longer or i 
cared for improperly, for that would 
mean no improvement over old meth­ 
ods. 
Infertile eggs should be mar­ 
keted just as often and cared for just 
as carefully as fertile eggs, which w*ill 
insure an improved product for the 
market. 
All eggs should be sold on the loss- 


off basis; i. e., all eggs should be 
candled and only the good ones paid 
for. It will be seen that ten dozen in­ 
fertile eggs, all good, will bring more 
money than 
twelve 
dozen 
fertile 
eggs if three dozen are candled out, 
being bad. 
If you have a valuable male bird 
which has proven 
to 
be 
a 
good 
breeder, tlo’nt sell him, but place him 
in a pen with half 
a 
dozen of the 
best hens and late hatching may be 
done from this pen. 
Don’t keep any males in the flock 
during the summer. 
Hens should 
not 
be permitted to 
remain broody any length of time un­ 
less they are permitted to incubate 
some eggs. The longer a hen is per­ 
muted to set, Hie longer it will take 
her to begin laying again after being 
in a broody condition. A good sized 
coop for breaking hens is illustrated

isted to this time have disappeared. 
None of tho belligerents, it is gathered 
lune, is toady to submit definite term s 
of peace, but all would consider pre­ 
liminary suggestions as a basis for 
discussion. 
U. S. to Take Next Step. 
There were strong 
intim ations

the state departm ent that Germany 
has really made, in the strictest con­ 
fidence, a definite move toward peace 
and that the next step will be taken 
by the United States. 
It was said the 
departm ent had received from Am bas­ 
sador G erald at Berlin a report on pos­ 
sible peace proposals and term s out­ 
lined to Gerard 
at

conference 
with the German em peror at Gland 
H eadquarters. 
It w as stated by an official that Ger­ 
ard saw the em peror at the k aiser’s 
invitation, and it is believed here that 
Hie principal subject 
discussed 
was 
not the German reply to the United 
Slates, but the opportunity possessed 
by this country to serve the world by 
interesting itself in a timely effort to 
bring the w ar to an end. 
The G erm an governm ent, 
it 
was 
said, in its reply to Hie United States, 
desires to put itself on record formally 
before the world w hether the other 
countries are willing to consider peace 
proposals. 
If an afterm ath e answ er is received, 
then this governm ent will present a 
plan for discussion on which peace 
term s may be considered, and, if they 
are accepted, the 
next 
development 
would be a proposal by the United 
States that the belligerent countries 
agree to an arm istice, the duration of 
which would be limited either to a 
fixed num ber of days or until the ne­ 
gotiations could be concluded. 
Purpose Foreseen in Incident. 
It is possible, it was said, the peace 
conference would be held iii the Unit­ 
ed States, but there is a wide differ­ 
ence of opinion on this point. 
Many 
believe it would be in Switzerland, es­ 
pecially if it should be called during 
the sum m er, and it is known that 
Spain is actively seeking to induce 
the belligerents to hold the confer­ 
ence in Madrid. 
It was pointed out Saturday that 
the return to Germany of Prince von 
Buelow', form er German ambassador 
in Rome, the com m ence of Amba su­ 
dor G erard with tho German emperor 
and the sending of a communication 
by Pope Benedict to President Wilson, 
all coming practically together, were 
timed for a purpose. 
Prince von Buelow, it was stat ch!, 
has not been engaged in warlike ac­ 
tivities, but wholly with diplomatic ne­ 
gotiations. 
He has been practically

It is especially noted as in­ 
dicating the purpose of the imperial 
governm ent as to the future; that it is 
prepared to do its utmost to confine 
the operation of the wair for tho rest 
of its duration to the fighting forces 
of the belligerents, and that it is de­ 
term ined to impose upon all its com- ] 
maim ers at sea the limitations of the 
recognized rules of international law 
upon which the government 
of 
the 
United States has insisted. 
Throughout the m onths which have 
elapsed since the imperial government 
announced 
on 
February 4, 1915, its 
subm arine policy, now' happily aban­ 
doned, the governm ent of the United 
States has been constantly guided and 
restrained by motives of friendship in 
its patient efforts to bring to an am i­ 
cable settlem ent the critical questions 
arising from that policy. 
Accepting the imperial governm ent’s 
declaration of its abandonm ent of the 
policy which has so 
seriously 
m en­ 
aced the good relations between the 
two countries, the government of the 
United States will rely upon a scrupu­ 
lous execution henceforth of the now 
altered policy of the imperial govern­ 
ment, such as will remove the princi­ 
pal danger to an interruption of the 
good relations existing between the 
United States and Germany.

Many persons here at Landing, Do­ 
ver and other places Yvere cut by fly­ 
ing glass from the windows sh atter­ 
ed by the force cf the explosion. 
The men killed were: 
Force Johnson, head powder miF 
er. 
John Herishco, head gelatin mixer. 
Albert Masker, laborer. 
Theodore Young, foreman. 
George Zoiteck, guard. 
Johnson had been employed by the 
company for sixteen years and Younjr 
for ten years. Zoiteck began work art 
the plant only yesterday morning 
The mixing 
houses, 
heavily barri­ 
caded wooden structures, were locat­ 
ed a half mile

m ain buildings of the plant, in which 
700 men were employed. 
None of tile workers in the struc­

wrecked escaped 
death. The men injured, all of whom 
w ere at work in the main pare of the 
plant, were cut by glass from broken 
windows and

loose by the crash. 
The roar

every direction. Buildings a long dis­

The explosion was attributed by Su­ 
perintendent R eiderer to one of the 
“unexplainable accidents’’

ren.” He said he would prove that 
Quigley sent Mrs. Gavin to Seattle 
and gave her $75 a month while she 
was there, so she could obtain a di­ 
vorce, and he then discharged Gavin 
from his employ.

Indianapolis, Ind., May 12.—Discus­ 
sion of children’s societies, industrial 
hygiene, juvenile courts, street trades 
regulation, small communities, pub­ 
lic health nurses, and other civic and 
sociological topics today engaged the 
atteption of the delegates to the Na­ 
tional Conference of 
Charities 
an i 
Correction. 
Edward N. ( lopper, Ph. IL, North­ 
ern secretary of National Child Labor 
committee, New York City, submitted 
a paper on “Street 
Trades 
Regula­ 
tions.” 
“In twenty-eight states of the union 
there is no 
law 
governing 
street 
trading by children,” he said. “In the 
other states the provisions are of 
great variety, though some have fol­ 
lowed the usual custom of copying the 
law of some 
other 
commonwealth, 
without much thought as to whether 
or not its provisions were adequate. 
“Kentucky has established the best 
and most logical standard 
in 
this 
country for both bo\s and girls in this 
work, the age limit for boys being 
fourteen and for girls eighteen years, 
for all kinds of street trading in cities, 
including newspaper 
selling. 
This 
seems logical 
because 
it 
is 
the 
general standard for boys in other 
common forms of employment and for 
girls the propriety of the higher age 
limit of eighteen years will hardly be 
questioned by any one. 
Boys under 
sixteen years of age are not permitted 
to work at night, which also corre­ 
sponds to the restrictions of the or­ 
dinary child labor law. 
“The actual number of newsboys in 
New York City is 
decreasing, 
as 
shown by the records of the News­ 
boys* Home club, out of whose 3,000 
members there are now only about 
twenty-five who sell papers regularly. 
“In Colorado the only restriction 
applies to girls under ten years of 
age, w’ho are prohibited from engag­ 
ing in any business or occupation in 
street or alley, there being no inter­ 
ference whatever with 
the 
sacred 
right of boys to exploit themselves 
in the city streets. 
“In Utah the age limit for selling 
newspapers is twelve years for boys 
and sixteen years for girls, but for 
some 
unaccountable 
reason, 
boot- 
blacking is tacitly approved as an oc­ 
cupation for little girls by a reduction 
of the limit for them to twelve years. 
“New Hampshire’s law shows an­ 
other curious inconsistency in that 
girls under sixteen must 
not 
sell 
newspapers 
nor 
merchandise, 
but 
girl** of ten may work as bootblacks. 
“delaware 
prohibits 
boys 
under 
twelve and girls under fourteen from 
selling newspapers in cities, but fixes 
no age limit whatever for either sex 
so far as other kinds of street work 
are concerned. 
“Florida is similarly careless, for 
she attempts to regulate only news­ 
paper selling with an age limit of ten 
years for boys and sixteen years for 
girls. 
“New Jersey provides regulations 
for street trading for 
children 
be­ 
tween ten and sixteen, but fails to fix 
any minimum age limit, consequently 
children under ten are legally not 
even subject to the regulations that 
apvjy to the older ones. 
“New York contributes her full quo­ 
ta to the confusion, for in that state 
an itinerant bootblack who goes about 
the streets with his own’ kit slung 
over his shoulder may legally work 
any number of hours daily from in­ 
fancy up, while a 
bootblack 
who 
works in a “shine parlor*’ must be at 
least fourteen years of age; the age 
limit for newspaper selling is twelve 
years, and for peddling 
is 
sixteen 
years. It would be difficult to devise 
a more inconsistent set of regulations. 
“Oklahoma declares that girls un­ 
der sixteen shall not sell newspapers, 
but says nothing about other street 
trades nor anything at all about bovs. 
“The Virginia boys under ten and 
girls under sixteen must not sell news­ 
papers, but at fourteen years of age 
girls may peddle any kind of goods 
in the streets to their hearts* con­ 
tent.”

I brough the establishment of a com­ 
mon civic center was told by Ray­ 
mond A. iloyer, direct*** of the Tri­ 
nity Social Center, LaSalle, 111. 
He 
said in part: 
“ Hie possibility of civic co-oper­ 
ation between small cities located ad­ 
vantageously may be demonstrated by 
the work accomplished in the tri-cit­ 
ies 
LaSalle, Peru and Oglesby, Illi­ 
nois. 
These three cities are in close 
proximity to each other and embrace 
an aggregate 
population 
of 
about 
28,(M>0, of which nearly half are Polish, 
Lithuanians, Slovenian end Italian. 
“Moreover, the tri-cities are typical 
industrial 
and 
mining communities, 
in which the demand for unskilled la­ 
bor predominates. 
But 
in 
spite of 
these apparent barriers the three cities 
are 
successfully 
maintaining 
three 
well organized social agencies. 
They 
are an associated charity association, 
a health department and social com­ 
munity center which is located at the 
township high school supported by the 
three cities.” 
“Industrial Hygiene” was the sub­ 
ject of a paper by Dr. E. IL Hayhurst, 
director of Industrial hygiene, state 
board of health, Ohio state university, 
Columbus, O. 
Ohio is one of the few 
states in which the 
department 
of 
health has a division 
on 
industrial 
hygiene. 
“In the matter of hygiene and sani­ 
tation work,” said Dr. Hayhurst,, "we 
have been slow to realize how mud] 
effeciency and production depend on 
work place, workers’ health and work­ 
ers’ knowledge of how 
Jo 
preserve 
their health. 
“Every employer should endeavor to 
intensify the output in his plant by a 
careful attention to these hazards. He 
not only needs a work place in which 
each physical hazard of the environ­ 
ment is standardized, but one in which 
the principal physical and mental de­ 
fects in his workers are known and 
compensated for by a selection of the 
worker to the job and the job to the 
worker.” 
Judge J. Wilmer Latimer, of the ju­ 
venile court of the District of Colum­ 
bia, explained the recent tendency of 
juvenile courts to dovetail more close­ 
ly into the work of public schools. 
He also advised a more modern or­ 
ganization of the juvenile 
court 
so 
that criminal procedure would be en­ 
tirely dispensed with and cases would 
be handled in chancery 
exactly 
as 
cases of dependency.' 
“Punishment of a child,” said Judge 
Latimer, “should never be inflicted ex­ 
cept for the purpose of correction, and 
experience has demonstrated to every 
parent that it is not always the most 
effective means of accomplishing that 
result. 
“In addition to its jurisdiction in 
children’s cases, it is most desirable 
that the juvenile court should have 
the power to deal with a certain class 
of adults, namely, those whose con­ 
duct may prejudicially affect the wel­ 
fare of the child.” 
Matthew P. Adams, superintendent 
of schools of the Children’s Aid socie­ 
ty, of New York, after reviewing the 
activities of numerous organizations 
that conduct regular school work for 
special classes of children, 
said 
in 
part: 
“The Children’s Aid society was the 
first (1898) to open schools for crip­ 
pled children. 
Special 
committees 
were formed to look after the provid­ 
ing of extra nourishment and special 
orthopedic apparatus. 
One 
of 
the 
most interesting experiments which 
the Children’s Aid society, in co-oper­ 
ation with a woman’s organization, the 
‘Brearlev league,* is trying, is that of 
a vocational school for cripples. Over

“Civic Effort in 
Small

ties” was the subject of a paper by 
Margaret F. Byington, assistant secre- j 
tary American Association for Organ-1 
izing Charity, New York city. 
“The organization for the preven­ 
tion of infant mortality 
has 
passed 
from legislating to provide pure milk 
to the most intensive training of the 
individual mother in *he care of her j 
child,” the paper said. 
“The tubereu-« 
losis campaign is 
increasingly 
con­ 
cerned with intensive work 
in 
the 
homes of those who suffer with the 
disease, including examination of all 
members of the family and emphasis 
on good living.
